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Continuing care spaces to be 
redone at hospital

The Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion (CHR) announced ex¬ 
citing news last week, that 
their future plans include 
replacing the 60 existing 
centre spaces in Didsbury 
with 60 new spaces. 

“We are moving forward 
with our plan to increase 
continuing care access in 
the rural communities of our 
Region, as part of our ongo¬ 
ing strategy to meet the 


needs of a growing and ag¬ 
ing population,” said 
Lauren Robinson, Interim 
vice president of Rural 
Health with the CHR. “As 
part of that plan we will be 
looking to replace and con¬ 
gregate the entire continu¬ 
ing care unit in Didsbury, 
which includes 60 spaces.” 

The 60 spaces Robinson 
refers to is in a.n old part of 
the Didsbury Hospital, and 
the CHR feels the time has 
come to replace that space.

“We will replace it with 60 
or more spaces, leaving the 
opportunity to expand it fur¬ 
ther,” said Robinson. 

The CHR will now deter¬ 
mine their next steps to get 
the project going, but they 
say it will happen. 

“It is our goal to do this 
as soon as possible,” said 
Robinson. “We want to meet 
the needs of a growing com¬ 
munity with an aging popu¬ 
lation now and in the fu- 
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zmxxu savings

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No decision from 
NRCB on AAA 
Cattle Co.

The never-ending battle be¬ 
tween owners of AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany and the Committee for Lone 
Pine isn’t over yet. Both parties 
have their fingers crossed that the 
Natural Resource Conservation 
Board (NRCB) decision falls in 
their favor. 

Simon Cobban, co-owner of the 
intensive feed lot operation just 
east of Didsbury, says that if the 
NRCB’s approvals officer looks at 
the ‘common sense of the situa¬ 
tion,’ they should get their appli¬ 
cation stamped and sealed. They 
will be able to increase their cat¬ 
tle numbers to 18,200. 

AAA’s application was adver¬ 
tised for two weeks in area news¬ 
papers, where those directly af¬ 
fected by the intensive feedlot op¬ 
eration could file statements of 
concern. 

There were close to 40 letters 
submitted against and for the ap¬ 
plication. 

Each of the letters Cobban had 
to reply to and submit his feed¬ 
back to the NRCB approvals of¬ 
ficer, who is in charge of consider¬ 
ing the application for approval. 

One of the letters of concern 
came from the Calgary Health 
Region (CHR), where they re¬ 
quested that the water source in 
the area be protected by storing 
stocked manure piles, at least 450 
meters from water sources. 

Alberta Environment provided 
a letter to the NRCB, as well, 
which states that there is adequate 
water in the area for Cobban’s op¬ 
eration to go ahead, without af¬ 
fecting area neighbors, Cobban 
said. 

One of the largest concerns 
from those opposed to the feedlot 
operation was the amount of wa¬ 
ter that the operation uses. 

In the past, the Committee for 
Lone Pine chairman Murray 
Marsh has been quoted as saying 
that a feedlot operation that holds 
18,200 head of cattle would use 
the same amount of water as the 
Town of Carstairs on a daily ba¬ 
sis. 

One of the other major con¬ 
cerns by members of the Commit¬ 
tee for Lone Pine is the quality of 
water in the area, as they feel that 
the feedlot has the potential to 
contaminate the land as well as 
the water source in the area. 

Cobban says that just isn’t true 
and that his company has spent 
thousands of dollars on installing 
test wells as well. 

They have built their feedlot to 
meet the Agriculture Operations 
Practices Act (AOPA) specification 
- the piece of legislation which 
governs operations like AAA Cat¬ 
tle. 

“The test results have shown 
that there is no impact to the en¬ 
vironment,” Cobban said. 

An earlier application which 
was approved by the NRCB, 
which was taken to the courts, 
forcing AAA ('attic Company to 
reapply, forced AAA Cattle Com¬ 


pany to install monitoring wells. 

The monitoring wells are tested 
once a year and to date, Cobban 
says, there has been no contami¬ 
nation. 

Cobban says that his family- 
run business is looking forward 
to hearing the outcome of their 
application. He feels they will re¬ 
ceive their approval allowing them 
to boost their cattle numbers back 
up to 18,200 head. 

“We are confident (we will re¬ 
ceive the approval),” Cobban said. 
“There is potential they could put 
more conditions on our applica¬ 
tion.” 

When AAA Cattle Company 
received the approval for their 
very first application back in 
1998, their application was based 
on a lot of paper work because 
nothing was constructed at that 
time. Cobban says that now that 
their operation is constructed and 
in working order there is solid in¬ 
formation to show that his opera¬ 
tion is not harming the environ¬ 
ment in any way. 

“We have actually constructed 
it now and the engineers have all 
stamped off on it,” he said. 

Marsh and the Committee for 
Lone Pine believe that AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company has really done noth¬ 
ing to address the concerns of the 
area neighbors. 

“Little has changed with re¬ 
gard to the issues; water at the 
top, quality and quantity,” Marsh 
said. “AAA has done nothing to 
assess environmental risk on its 
original facility.” 

Marsh, despite wanting the 
application to lx? denied, believes 
that the application will be ap¬ 
proved, and has announced that 
he personally doesn’t plan on 
spending much more to fight the 
ongoing battle between the two 
parties. 

“I anticipate the NRCB will 
eventually approve the facility, 
without sound science, as a re¬ 
sult of pressure from the livestock 
industry. After all, the NRCB ad¬ 
ministers the Act because of the 
political lobby effort put forward 
by the Alberta Cattle Feeders As¬ 
sociation and the other confined 
animal feeding organizations,” 
Marsh said. “We’ve decided not 
to spend much more money on 
the NRCB process. I’ve been 
pretty busy with my own calving.” 

According to Cobban an an¬ 
nouncement on whether or not 
the application is approved should 
be made within the next few 
weeks. 

Lawsuit update 

Cobban gave an update on a 
lawsuit which AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany has filed against a financial 
company, who supposedly falsely 
advertised AAA Cattle Company 
was going bankrupt. 

Cobban says that the lawsuit 
will be fast tracked once his law¬ 
yers pinpoint everyone who was 
and wasn’t involved. 

The lawsuit is valued at $1.5 
million against Edmonton based 
company. Academy Financial.

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Partnership Funds Drive Rural 
Transportation Projects 


Rural communities will ben¬ 
efit from $9.75 million to be di¬ 
rected towards 34 transportation 
infrastructure projects an¬ 
nounced today through the In¬ 
frastructure Canada-Alberta Pro¬ 
gram (ICAP). 

These projects will improve 
transportation infrastructure in 
rural communities across Alberta 
and increase community safety, 
which are ICAP priorities. 

Deputy Prime Minister and 
Minister of Public Safety and 
Emergency Preparedness Anne 
McLellan, on behalf of the Hon¬ 
ourable Stephen Owen, Minister 
of Western Economic Diversifica¬ 
tion and Minister of State (Sport), 
and the Honourable Dr. Lyle 
Oberg, Alberta Minister of Infra¬ 
structure and Transportation, 
made the announcement today. 

“Through partnerships, the 
Government of Canada is com¬ 
mitted to investing in sustainable 
infrastructure projects that find 
local solutions for local chal¬ 
lenges,” said Deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister McLellan. “The vitality of 
our communities is essential to 
building a better quality of life for 
all Albertans.” 

“I am very pleased to support 
projects that improve quality of 
life for residents,” said Dr. Oberg. 
“The projects announced today 


represent what’s important to in¬ 
dividual Alberta communities, be¬ 
cause they’re initiated by the peo¬ 
ple who live in those communities. 
We will continue to work together 
with municipal and federal gov¬ 
ernments to respond to the needs 
of Alberta communities.” 

The transportation infrastruc¬ 
ture projects announced today 
improve overall Alberta commu¬ 
nity traffic management, public 
transport, commercial vehicle op¬ 
erations, emergency response man¬ 
agement and vehicle safety, 
thereby sustaining economic 
growth and supporting a better 
quality of life for Albertans and 
their communities. 

Featured in today’s announce¬ 
ment is the Smoky lake County 
access road upgrades expected to 
increase tourism to nearby 
Hanmore Lake and Sunrise 
Beach. The Town of Okotoks will 
also implement upgrades and ex¬ 
tensions to their pathway trail 
system to increase recreational op¬ 
portunities. The Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Northern Lights District 
No. 22 will install a bridge cul¬ 
vert and corrugated steel pipes 
along Iavlin Road. 

To date, 677 projects have been 
announced in Alberta under this 
partnership program. With these 
projects, ICAP has exceeded its 


target of directing at least $508 
million in federal, provincial and 
municipal funding toward munici¬ 
pal infrastructure in urban and 
rural communities across the 
province. 

In Alberta, ICAP is imple¬ 
mented by Western Economic Di¬ 
versification Canada and Alberta 
Infrastructure and Transporta¬ 
tion, and is administered by a joint 
secretariat. The federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments together will 
invest $3.1 million toward the 
$9.75 million announced today. 
The proponents will invest the re¬ 
maining $6.6 million. 

The ICAP Management Com¬ 
mittee approves the projects and 
is composed of representatives 
from the governments of Canada 
and Alberta, the Alberta Urban 
Municipalities Association 
(AUMA) and the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Municipal Districts and 
Counties (AAMD&C). 

“The Infrastructure Canada- 
Alberta Program is a good exam¬ 
ple of a working partnership be¬ 
tween all three levels of govern¬ 
ment,” said Dorothy Moore on 
behalf of the AUMA. "The infra¬ 
structure needs of municipalities 
have never been greater. ICAP’s 
versatile three-way partnership 
addresses infrastructure needs in 
all sizes of municipalities.”

It was a very sub¬ 
dued, quiet campus 
when we got to school 
on Friday morning.

We talked 
about some library 
things since she is the 
librarian at a Chris¬ 
tian school in Buda¬ 
pest. She helped us get 
on the right bus to re¬ 
turn to Eden House so 
we could get ready to 
have dinner with the 
Share Board. We had a 
very nice dinner and 
got to meet some more 
of the people that are a 
part of Share. 

Monday and Tues¬ 
day we visited with 
friends, Dan went to 
the dentist, we 
repacked and moved 
boxes and just relaxed. 
On Wednesday we took 
the train to Prague. We 
got on the wrong train. 
It was going to Prague 
but by a different route 
with more miles in 
Slovakia than we had 
paid for so we had to 
pay extra. It was very 
frustrating because we 
had gotten on the 
wrong train another 
time so were very care¬ 
ful to show our ticket 
to the conductors in 
Budapest before get¬ 
ting on the train. 

In fact, after we got 
on the train, Dan went 
back and asked an¬ 
other conductor to 
make sure we were in 
the proper car. We ar¬ 
rived in Prague with¬ 
out any problem, just a 
little poorer. On the 
way we went through 
what looked like a bliz¬ 
zard.

On Jan. 19.1964 at 12:01 a.m. A1 
berta Government Telephones will 
bring dial telephone service to 
Didsbury. 

Total cost of the project has been 
set at $203,417. Of this amount 
$139,250 is being spent on dial equip¬ 
ment. Outside plant facilities are 
being installed at a cost of $41,192. 
and new buildings represent an in 
vestment of $22,975. Other expen 
ditures will go toward cables, aerial 
extensions, toll and exchange facili¬ 
ties. outside plant equipment, and 
miscellaneous circuits. 

The costly installations that will 
soon be put into service are a far cry 
from those in use when the office 
was first opened. In the early days, 
one small switchboard and a few 
magneto phones were sufficient to 
serve the needs of the community. 

Didsbury has grown, through the 
years, to the point, where there are 
now almost 900 telephone subscrib¬ 
ers. This growth is expected to con¬ 
tinue. and it is estimated that the 
number of subscribers will increase 
to 1.300 within the next five years. 

Seven digit numbers are to be 
used on the new phones. All num 
bers will start with the same 3-3-5.

Since that 
time 12 counties have been formed 
and four more, including ours, are 
to be formed on Jan. 1st of 1961.

Didsbury should remain closed on Sundays 


Dear Editor; 

I would like to respond 
to Mrs. Windsor’s letter 
to the Editor of March 
16th calling for the mer¬ 
chants of Didsbury to open 
on Sundays. 

One of the reasons I find 
Didsbury so refreshing, is 
that we do observe Sunday 
closing. 1 disagree with 
Mrs. Windsor's statement, 
that if shoppers find the 
majority of stores in 
Didsbury closed on Sun¬ 
days, they will be encour¬ 
aged to shop elsewhere, on 
a permanent basis. 

We all know that many 
of us travel to Red Deer to 
do our Costco run, or visit 
Wall-Mart. There are quite 
a few items not available 
for purchase in town and 
the reality is that we do 
have to go elsewhere 
sometimes. Opening on 


Sunday will not change 
that fact. When 1 know 
that what I want can be 
purchased here, often at 
the same price or less than 
in the city, 1 do so. I like 
to shop here. I like the 
clerks calling me bv name, 
and being willing to chat 
a bit when 1 enter their 
store. I find these small 
courtesies important and 
not available to me in Red 
Deer or Calgary. 

As for the weekend be¬ 
ing the two biggest days 
for home renovations I 
think the local shop, can 
attest to me being a reno¬ 
vation-nut. Because I 
know the stores will be 
closed, 1 plan my projects, 
find out what I need and 
purchase it ahead of time. 
If I do run into a problem 
and need something unex¬ 
pectedly, I try to work 


around it. Much like what 
most rural residents in the 
area do. It is not always 
practical to run to a store, 
when you live an hour 
away. 

With regard to shop¬ 
ping as a recreational ac¬ 
tivity: for some people this 
may be true. Didsbury 
does not have the variety 
of stores available at a 
large mall. People who use 
shopping as a form of rec¬ 
reation; usually like to 
spend hours walking 
around browsing. We can¬ 
not pretend to compete 
with mega malls, so being 
open on Sunday will not 
encourage these people to 
stay in Didsbury. What it 
will accomplish though, is 
to deprive some people of 
the pleasure of being able 
to stay home. I can under¬ 
stand why owners and 


workers would be reluc¬ 
tant to embrace Sunday 
shopping. Now they must 
work on both of the days 
their families are home, 
instead of just one, as be¬ 
fore. 

Mrs. Windsor states 
“consumers are demanding 
a higher quality , more con¬ 
venient service”. I cannot 
see where closing on Sun¬ 
day has an affect on the 
quality of service I receive 
from a business. On the con¬ 
trary. I think remaining 
closed on Sunday I’ll indica¬ 
tive of the value system of a 
community. It demonstrates 
a belief system that values 
family time over the pursuit 
of an extra dollar. 

Yes, most shops are 
closed in town on Sunday, 
but in an emergency, I can 
still get a quart of milk or a 
bottle of Tylenol at AG 


Foods. I think the ability of 
my neighbour to be able to 
enjoy their Sunday with 
their family and friends, is 
greater than my need for 


that new blouse or a box of 
nails. I can wait until Mon¬ 
day, thank you.

QUESTION: As a father, what should I be trying 
to accomplish with my son in his teen years? 

I)R. DOBSON: Someone has said, "Link a boy to 
the right man and he seldom goes wrong." I believe 
that is true. If a dad and his son can develop hob¬ 
bies together or other common interests, the rebel¬ 
lious years can pass in relative tranquility. What 
they experience may be remembered for a lifetime. 

I recall a song, written by Dan Fogelberg, that 
tells about a father who shares his love of music 
with his son. It is called "Leader of the Band," and 
its message touches something deep within me. The 
son talks of a father who "earned his love through 
discipline, a thundering, velvet hand." The father's 
"song is in my soul." The sop himself has become a 
"living legacy to the leader of the band." 

Can't you see this man going to visit his aged fa¬ 
ther today, with a lifetime of love passing between 
them? That must have been what God had in mind 
when he gave dads to boys. 

Let me address your question directly: What com¬ 
mon ground are you cultivating with your impres¬ 
sionable son? Some fathers build or repair cars with 
their sons; some construct small models or make 
things in a woodshop. My dad and I hunted and 
fished together. There is no way to describe what 
those days meant to me as we entered the woods in 
the early hours of the morning. How could I get 
angry at this man who took time to be with me? We 
had wonderful talks while coming home from a day 
of laughter and fun in the country. I tried to main¬ 
tain that kind of contact with my son. 

Opportunities to communicate openly and build 
the father-son relationship have to be created. It's a 
goal that's worth whatever it takes to achieve. 


QUESTION: Can you give me a simple definition 
of menopause?

One year ago, the Calgary 
Health Region and members of the 
communities it serves, were 
shocked and saddened by the tragic- 
death of two patients relating to 
potassium chloride. It was a pain¬ 
ful and difficult time. 1 want again 
to express to t he families how sorry 
the Region is for what happened 
and our thoughts are with you. 

The critical incidents also af¬ 
fected the thousands of health care 
pi-oviders in the Region who focus 
on providing the best possible care 
for patients. It brought to the fore¬ 
front the challenges these profes¬ 
sionals face in their work. I want 
them and members of the commu¬ 
nity to know that I am continu- 
ally impressed by the level of skill 
;md dedication all Region staff and 
physicians demonstrate each day. 
We can be secure in knowing out- 
health care professionals are pro¬ 
viding the highest quality care pos¬ 
sible. 

After the critical incidents, it 
was important to take action to 
ensure that the Region learned 
from what happened. There was 
one internal ;md two external re¬ 
views completed, which helped the 
Region re-examine our safety prac¬ 
tices and procedures. In total, there 
were 121 recommendations result¬ 
ing from the reports and the Re¬ 
gion is committed to implement¬ 
ing each of them. 

I am pleased to say we are well 
on our way there. Just a few ex- 
iimples of the actions taken to date 
include: addressing storage and dis¬ 
pensing of potassium chloride, pro¬ 
viding funds to support safety 
training, and hiring full-time phar¬ 
macists. The Region also created 
a senior vice-president position to 


demonstrate our commitment to 
patient safety and announced a 
budget of $7 million for the safety 
agenda. By setting aside this fund¬ 
ing, it wili be- possible to fix safety 
issues in a timely manner. How¬ 
ever, there is still more work to be 
done. 

The Region is working on de¬ 


veloping important new policies 
clearly outlining how we share 
information on critical incidents 
with families and the public, with 
a f(K-us on continuing to he open, 
transparent and accountable. One 
of the policies focuses on creating 
a just and trusting culture, where
